mated, upon the matter of publication. 


"As regards the publication in the 


church, there is no evidence that any 
one there understood the alleged libel 
as applying to the plaintiff, so tfcat she 
could not recover damages upon this 
count, because she had shown no injury 
frojn it. 


"Taking the libel itself, I see nothing 


which can la any fair •war be said to 
Indicate the plaintiff in the first part 
of the libel The only thing in the libel, 
It seems to are, which can by any reason- 
able interpretation be said to serve as 
means of identification ia the 
word 


"widow." 
The words "widow" and 


"widowhood" occur in the latter part of 
the message. 


"I have9 come to the conclusion that 


even that reference does not absolutely 
Identify ti-e plaintiff, and it seems to 
ma that the plaintiff has not made out 


• * case here which I can let go to the 


jury. 
I shall, therefore, be obliged to 


trder a verdict for the defendant." 


With these words, in the superior 


court, Judge Bell yesterday afternoon 
brought to a sudden and unexpected 
close the famous S150.000 libel suit, 
brought by Mrs. Josephine Curtis Wood- 
bury of Boston against Hev. Mary Eater 
G* Eddy of Concord, X. H., the founder 
and present head of the Christian 
Science church. 


A few minutes later, the jury, which 


had been excluded while arguments 
were being made, was summoned into 
the court room. After explaining brief- 
ly the cause for this course, Judge Bell 
ordered the Jury to find for the de- 
fendant, which it accordingly did in the 
usual form. 


Counsel for Mrs. "VVoodbary filed ex- 


ceptions on all the questions passed 
upon. 
They have not yet decided upon 


a definite course of action, but au- 
thorized it to be stated that they expect 
to carry the case to the supreme court 


This extremely important npd far- 


reaching decision of Judge Bell was 
given in response to one of two motions 
offered by Mr. Elder, senior counsel for 
Mrs, Eddy, at 12:45 o-clocjc. at which 
time the plaintiff rtsfcgd her case. 
This 


was that a verdict for the defendant be 
"ordered on the evidence as it stood. The 
other motion, which was not sustained, 
was that the two counts in the declara- 
tion, referring to the publication in the 
two Christian Science periodicals, be 
stricken out. 


During the trial yesterday Mr. Pea- 


body argued in support of his offer la 
evidence of a copy of 1 he Boston Herald 
containing the alleged libellous commu- 
nication to the First Church of Christ. 
Its introduction was objected to on the 
ground that Mrs. Eddy had nothing to 
do whatever with the publication of 
The Herald, and, therefore, it was ir- 
revelant'in this action. 
Mr. Peabody 


coltended that Mrs. Eddy is the dom- 
inating power in the Christian Science 
religion; that everything is done a{ her 
Instigation and approval, nnd that there 
was a duty imposed by her upon the 
publication society to give the widest 
circulation to her communications to her 
church. 
She made them her agents 


to publish this communication not only j 
In their own publications, but in any " 
others that they might see fit. 


In reply, Mr. Elder said that Mrs. Ed- 


dy, after having established a great 
•ociety, had in her declining years con- 
fided the great trust in a board of trus- 
tees, retaining only to herself the power 
to remove the first reader of the church 
In case he was recreant to his trust, 
power which she has never been called 
upon to exercise. 


In regard to the matter of the publi- 


cation in thf- Boston Herald the person 
who furnished the copy was not in the 
employ of Mrs. Eddy, was not paid by 
her and acted absolutely without her 
knowledge or consent. 
She was, there- 


fore, in BO way responsible for the pub- 
lication in The Herald. 


The court ruled that the copy of The 


Herald could not be admitted. 


Mrs. Woodbury then resumed the wit- 


ness stand, and identified letters which 
she had written to Mrs. Eddy and the 
replies, which w«e read by counsel. 
The plaintiff was asked if she had ever 
practiced "malicious animal magne- 
tism," as was charged in one of Mrs. 
Eddy's letters, and she said she had not. 
Mrs. Woodbury was asked what was 
the belief on the part of members of 
Ih* First Church of Christ regarding 
Mrs. Eddy's being the discoverer and 
founder of Christian Science and her 
relation to them, and she replied :

Out of the 50 states 
and 
territories, 
excluding Alaska, 


Hawaii and the Indian territory, there 
are but 16 that show a grea>ter per- 
centage of growth than Massachusetts 
while the remainder fall 
below her 


ratio of increase. Most of the former 
are territories where a small addition 
counts for a good deal in the per cen- 
tage calculation; and taking 
every- 


thing into account, the only states 
that may be said to surpass our own 
in this showing are Illinois, Minnesota, 
New Jersey and Texas. Clearly, if the 
vitality of Massachusetts is dying t>ut, 
it does not exhibit itself in the census 
returns, for we are now making in 
these a far better relative showing 
than in the days of our fathers and 
grandfathers."-—Boston Herald.

TALK TO TEACHERS AND PARENTS 


Superintendent Hall Spoks on School 


Methods and Organization 


The last meeting- of the *\blic school 


teachers of the school yea.*- was held 
last evening1 in St. JohJifs parish houset 
and the invitation to • he i>uVt!c to at- 
tend was accepted by a. number, mak- 
ing a good sized audience to hear an 
interesting address by Superintendent 
Hall on school methods arid schools 
lorg-anizatfon. 
The adares-s consisted 


of & report of some talks ai the recent 
meeting of the (New England super- 
intendents which was held at Boston, 
and while Superintendent Hall said 
that all he should say was quoted 
from the speakers there, most of it 
had his endorsement 


Under school methods he described 


the system in use in Superintendent 
Spear's .district in .Chicago, where es- 
peeial atfention is paid to «.he training 
of the senses and to co-ordination. 
Th<? principle onl which the system is 
based is that of learning- to do by 
doing-, and small emphasis is placed 
cri the mistakes made by the pupils, 
while overy effort is made to train 
them to close attention and rapid per- 
formance, th,e- result being Oat mis- 
takes- are comparatively few in theig 
work.

calling attention to '>.e T^veloprnent 
of a pleasing- voice ty sympathy with 
the pupils in all that is said and 
done. 


Under school organization Superin- 


tendent reported 
two addresses on 


that subject, dealing with the relative 
duties of superintendents, school com 
mittees and teachers. 
In the rapid 


development of school systems 
the 


time has gone by when school com- 
mitteemen can by occasional visits to 
the schools keep themselves informed 
of all that is going- on !n them, and 
this brings up the new relation of 
superintendents and committee. 


The superintendent should be the 


eyes and ears of the cominittee to 
keep them 
informed 
of wfrat 
the 


schools are doing, how and why they 
are doing it, and what they are accom 
plishing. The superintendent should 
also keep the committee informed of 
what the schools are trying to do and 
what they ought to do.

The 
court thinks a conviction should have 
resulted but owing to the methods em- 
ployed by the district attorney thinks 
there is a doubt thatc^Iull was given 
a, fair trial. 


The 
court says: 


"We have carefully examined this 


record and the exceptions. The evi- 
dence we think is ample to 
sustain 


the verdict, and the exceptions other 
than those, takins In behalf of the de- 
fendant to portions of the closing- ad- 
dress by the district attorney, do not 
we think require a. reviewal. 
The 


question presented oy 'these exceptions 
is whether the district attorney by his 
remarks to the jury, did not intimi- 
date them or coerce them 
through 


threats and appeal to their fears into 
finding a verdict against the defend- 
ant; or at least make !*• a matter of 
reasonable doubt whether he did not. 
and thus make it reasonably doubtful 
whether the Defendant has had a fair 
trial or has been 
fairly convicted bv 


the jury. 
• 


The opinion quotes the language of 


the district attorney in his address to 
the jury, when he made his sensational 
charges of bribery, and Judge Landon 
concludes as follows touching 
upon 


that charge: 


"It is 'greatly to be feared that the 


remarks of the district 
attorney in 


view of the former dfisasreement of a 
jury and the positive though" unm-oven 
assertions of the district attorney dur- 
ing the episode upon bribery. Intimi- 
dated the Jury.

1 Legation* May Be Attacked Again. 


The New York Herald's European 


edition publishes the following from it8 
St. Petersburg correspondent: 


The recent recrudescence of military 


activity on the part of Conat von Wal- 
dersee and the new propositions formu- 
lated by England, together with the 
early advent of the rainy season, cause 
the question to be asked by diplomats, 
"AVhat is likely to happen now?" and 
echo answers, '"What?" 


There Is one person, however, In St. 


Petersburg who knows tlie Chinese, 
has studied them, has lately resided at 
Peking for four mouths, who can an- 
swer the question perhaps better than 
any one else. This Is Prince Oukhtom- 
sky. I found the president of the Rus- 
so-Chinese bank in a really marvelous 
room. E>erything in it was Chinese. 
The room was like a Chinese temple. 
It looked to me as though there were a 
thousand Buddhas there, all beautiful- 
ly arranged and no two alike. 


I echoed the sentiment prevailing in 


political and diplomatic circles here 
that there was little chance of an earlir 
evacuation. Prince Oukhtomsky said: 
"The Germans do not mean to get out 
at all. That was what everybody knew 
who was in Peking. It was the com- 
mon talk of every German there, and 
they made no attempt at concealing the 
object of their mission, which was to 
stop." 


"But what do they want?" I asked. 
"The provinces of Sbangtung and Chi- 


ll," w«3 the reply, "adjacent to us in 
Manchuria, a territory with 21,000,000 
of Chinese inhabitants. 
They want 


Yar.g-tee, but only for trading pur- 
poses. 
All this they look upon as a 


colony for Germany." 


'"And Count von Waldersee?" 


1 "I did not see Count von Waldersee 
at Peking, but every one there knew 
that he felt the uselessness of his posi- 
tion. The kaiser had forced him to it 
and told him he must act and make a 
big thing of it." 


"All to make a show?" 


, «Yos» 


' «"But do you consider that the kaiser 
thought the matter easy?" 


"He evidently did, but he must have 


been ill advised. He thought Peking 
could be taken with a battalion. So it 
could, but the battalion could not stop 
there. Tl'at is what ne did not under- 
stand. Hi' did not comprehend the te- 
nacity and silrmt resisting power of the 
Chinese, who have the character of the 
Finlander and the characteristics of 
Turaninn blood." 


"What is the Chinese mood?" 
"They will never forgive and never 


forget." 


"But are they not frightened?" 


• "There is no fear with them,'' replied 
Prince Oukhtomsky. "The spirit of fa- 
talism among them is far too strong. 
They would not care even if as many 
more of thorn were sacrificed." 


"Do they hate Germans particular- 


ly?" 


"No; they dislike us all about equally 


and now more than ever." 


"What would have been the right 


course to pursue?" 


"Retire at once after the legations 


had been rescued and treat the Chinese 
as barbarians with whom we would 
have no more intercourse. Had that 
been done Li Hung Chang and tt." rest 
of the mandarins would have come run- 
ning down after us. Instead of that— 
and I look upon it as a shame that Rus- 
sian representatives should be in such 
n position—ministers are running after 
Li Hung Cliang, bowing, scraping and 
craving audiences of him." 


The prince looked intensely indignant 


as he said this. What follows merits 
the closest attention, for it is here that 
Prince Oukhtomaky came to matters of 
vital international jroportaucc. I asked 
him what he thought would be the con- 
dition of affairs should Germany not 
evacuate Peking before the wet season 
came on. His reply was: 


"When the season commences the le- 


gations cannot remain in the city. They 
•will have .to go up to the hills. They 
will go •with a small guard of soldiers." 


"What'tall happen then?" 
"In tbe recent trouble over which 


there were such great difficulties only 
one of ihe legations>wns attacked. The 
probability is that the Chinese are now 
more angry and excited tlian ever and 
will attack all the legations. Remem- 
ber, the Chinese are very fitter and 
have much right to be so. The pillaging 
Et Peking was something awful." 
! "Peking was rich?" 


"Fabulously so," the prince proceed- 


ed. "Examples of beautiful things were 
ruthlessly taken and sold while, so to 
speak/1 flecked with blood. And," lie 
said, resuming where I had interrupted 
him, 
"tho railroad will once more be 


cut. It has one track, aud none of the 
hands are English. They have reinstat- 
ed all the Chinese in their former situ- 
ations, and so the line is in the power 
of the Chinese, who will surely cut it 
n gain the moment they get the chauce. 
Ko the trouble will recur." 


"And 
then?" 


"Then we shall probably have a re- 


currence of all that took place last 
year—the same anxlely, t_ho same con- 
sciousness of our powerlessness, tho 
same history to 'begin over again, *he 
game expense, A new expedition, the 
•whole thing repeated." 


"What of the soldiers left?" 


[ "An enormous proportion will natu- 


tal'ly die'off," replied Prince Ouklitom- 
sky. "And then," be continued, "I asls 
: 


you what In the name of common seusa ' 
are the powers aiming at? What do 
they want? What can they expect to 
get out of It all? If they persist, they 
will more and more diminish China's 
means of payment 
The powers are 


perfectly helploss. A war of vengeance 
such as Germany seems to wish Is out j 
of the question. Such a course will j 
only raise up more trouble. Never wna 
the yellow race a greater danger to us

sky. "Ie the picture which he drew 
himself uncl s?;nt to our emperor. But 
the German emperor, if he was tie first 
to driw attention to that smoldering 
danger, was the first to fan it into 
flames and to cause it to break forth. 
Victims," added the prince, "are asked 
for. None cf the r-eal culprits have been 
punished. We do not even know if 
those executed were mandarins. In any 
case they were men whom the Chinese 
look upon as sacrificed and who, in con- 
sequence, will bo recollected and hon- 
ored as martyrs. 


"One thing I can tell you very affirm-

Tne 
Chinese say all this is the outcome _of 
the year ISO", when we seized Port 
Arthur and thereby gave a very rude 
shock to the Chinese empire.

WHY THE BOERS FIGHT ON 


De Wet Said to Have Told EU 
Fol- 


lowers Independence "Was Certain. 
A man of British birth, but an ex- 


burgher of the Orange Free State, who 
lias been fighting with the Boers, has 
given an account o£"-hiS experiences, 
writes the Lourenco Marques corre- 
spondent of the New York Times. One 
of his statements may help to explain 
the question which is being constantly 
asked—namely, "Why do the Boers 
persist in fighting when they can hope 
for nothing but failure, death or cap- 
ture?" 


He states that De Wet not long ago 


made a speech in which he informed 
liJs followers that he was glad to tell 
them that they were no longer fighting 
for their independence. That was as- 
sured them, but they were now strug- 
gling for compensation which Great 
Britain had lefused to grant when she 
•was forced to concede independence. 
They must fight a little 'o^ge*- md 
they would go back to their larms rich 
as well as famous. As for those who 
had no farms, he would promise them 
the farms of those who had basely sur- 
rendered without fighting or who had 
betrayed thfiir country to the British. 


The Boers, notwithstanding the dire 


straits to which they have now been 
reduced, believe every word De Wet 
Bays, the narrator added. 


. DOWIE ORDAINED. 


Zlon Dowle Kisse» His Wife Before 


Five Thousand Peoyle. 


"Dr." John Alexander Dowie kissed 


his wife in the presence of 5,000 per- 
sons in the Atidirorium theater at Chi- 
cago tbe other afternoon, asserting that 
with her by his side he feared neither 
tbe la\v, the press nor the devil. The 
occasion was the ordination of Mrs. 
Jane Dowlc as overseer in general of 
woman's work in Zion, says the Phila- 
delphia Press. After the usual opening 
hymn "Dr." Dowie made a brief allu- 
sion to what he termed tho "thieves 
and thugs of the Chicago press" and 
said that he proposed to fight the news- 
papers with one of his own. 


In the midst of his talk he led Mrs. 


Dowie from her place with the other 
overseers and, holding her by the hand, 
said: "i present to this vast congrega- 
tion my beloved wife, who this day will 
begin active work in conducting wom- 
an's work in the church. For 25 years 
she has been my helper, and to her wis- 
dom and self sacrifice I owe whatever 
of successes I have had. My enemies 
cannot prevail while faho is by my 
side." Then he drew her toward him 
and kissed her. 


Patriotism In Tea Culture. 


Another tea farm is soon to bo start- 


ed in South Carolina, says the Chicago 
Ilocord-IIcrahl. 
Colonel Augustus C. 


Tyler of New London camped at Sum- 
mcrville during the war with a regi- 
ment of Connecticut volunteers, of 
•which ho was commander, and took 
great Interest in the tea farm of Dr. 
Shepherd at that place. Colonel Tyler 
was so impressed with tlic posoibilitie-; 
of tea culture in this region that after 
the close of the war he organized a 
syndicate of New England capitalists 
and bought 5,000 acres near Suinuier- 
yillc, on (he Savannah railroad, which 
5s now being prepared for planting. 
This year 300 or 400 acres of tea plants 
will be set out, and the area will be in- 
creased annually and as rapidly as the 
plants can be obtained. Mr. Wilson, 
the secretary of agriculture, has al- 
-yays argued that there are both 5 ntrl- 
otism and money in tea culture and is 
lending the nid cf the government to 
Colonel Tyler In his enterprise.

Research will not be a New York 


•institution, as has been generally sup- 
•posed. It will, on the contrary, be na- 
(tional in its character. In fact, Mr. 
[Rockefeller's plans contemplate ex- 
tending to the Canadian people the 
benefits of the institute's work. 


The sum of $200,000 has been set 


aside by Mr. Rockefeller to begin the 
work. This sum is not Intended as an 
'endowment fund, with the interest 
aloaa to be used. 
Although men in 


Mr. Rockefeller's confidence would not 
admit it, the belief is that he intends to 
give vast sums to carry on and en- 
large the work of the institute. 


Although New York, and particularly 


the poor of the city, will derive great 
benefits from Mr. Rockefeller's plans, 
Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Montreal and other large cities 
also^ili share in the results. 


None of the $200,000 set aside for this 


purpose by Mr. Rockefeller will be 
used for the construction of buildings, 
la fact, it is his plan to have the work 
carried on for the present through the 
laboratories of institutions in .various 
cities. In New York the work will be 
done at Columbia university and in the 
department of health. In Boston the 
facilities of Harvard university will be 
utilized. The University of Chicago, 
the University of Michigan, McGill uni- 
versity in Montreal, the Johns Hopkins 
university in Baltimore and the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania will co-operate in 
'carrying forward the work of the 
Rockefeller Institute For Medical Re- 
search. In this way it is calculated the 
fullest benefit will be derived from the 
money set aside by Mr. Rockefeller for 
the cure of diseases and the discovery 
of ^rc-ventives. 


No time will be lost in organizing the 


•work of the institute. Before many 
weeks it will be well under way. The 
poor of New York, Chicago and other 
large cities, it is believed, will derive 
prompt benefits. The first subject to 
be studied, it was learned the other 
day, will be the niilk supply of cities. 


The new Institute For Medical Re- 


search has been incorporated under the 
laws of New York, and its representa- 
tives will be able to study more care- 
fully the quaiity of the milk sent to the 
metropolis from outside points. 
The 


same thing will be true of other large 
cities. Men engaged in the work of the 
institute will be able to inspect the 
milk at the sources of supply, where, 
with the assistance of tbe local and 
state authorities, they will be able to 
guarantee the purity of the milk. 


One of the men foremost in the board 


of directors, while reluctant to discuss 
Mr. Rockefeller's plans at length, said 
that the investigation of the milk sup- 
ply of the various cities was but a 
small part of the work contemplated. 
Ho said that the new institute would 
proceed on the broadest lines, aiming 
to become as useful in a scientific way 
as is the Pasteur institute in France, 
the Koch institute in Berlin or the 
institution established in St. Peters- 
burg by Prince Oldenburg.

Next fall. It Is said, efforts will be 


made to solve problems of medical sci- 
ence which have thus far baffled the 
profession. Experienced men will un- 
dertake this work, and no expense will 
be spared to make the results of wide 
value. No effort to get quick results 
will be made. The object will bo to 
obtain by thorough study results which 
will be of lasting value. Mr. Rocke- 
feller and his confidants believe there 
is a broad field for such research, and 
it is his purpose to have this field de- 
veloped to the utmost-

Pop- 


ulation—Alaska and Kaivail. 


The director of the census at V.'ash- 


ington recently issued the first half of 
the final census report on population, 
showing the aggregate population of 
the United States by states and territo- 
ries, the density of population, the pop- 
ulation of Alaska and of the Hawaiian 
Islands, the number of representatives 
apportioned under the recent act o" 
congress and also the population of the 
states and territories by minor civil di- 
visions, the population of cities having 
25,000 inhabitants or more in 1900, the 
increase of population in the same and 
the populations of incorporated cities, 
towns, villages and boroughs in the 
year 1900. 


This report is issued in the form of a 


monograph and comprises about 500 
pages of the final report on population 
of the United States. It shows that, ex- 
cluding the District of Columbia, which 
Is in effect a municipality, Rhode Is- 
land, with 407 inhabitants to the 
square mile in 1900, is the most densely 
settled state in the Union, while Massa- 
chusetts comes next, with not quite 349 
Inhabitants to the square mile. Now 
Jersey, with a little more than 250 in- 
habitants to the square mile, is the 
third state in point of density of popu- 
lation, while Connecticut, with some- 
what more than 1ST inhabitants to the 
square mile, occupies fourth placo. 
Four other states have more than 100 
inhabitants to the square mile in 1900— 
namely, Xew York, -with 152.C: Penn- 
sylvania, with 140.1; Maryland, with 
120.3, and Ohio, with 102 inhabitants to 
the square mile. 


Alaska has, on the average, one-tenth 


of one person to the square mile and 
Nevada only four-tenths of ono person 
to the sqiiaraLmile. Wyoming has not 
quite one inhabitant to the square mile, 
while Arizona, Xew Mexico, Montana 
and Idaho have less than t\vo persons 
to the square mi'.L-. 
The territory of 


Hawaii shows an average density of 
population of not quite 24 persons, 
ranking in this respect between Maine, 
with 23.2 persons, and Arkansas, with 
24.7 persons to tbe square mile.

Lord George Hamilton, the Indian 


Secretary, who was not present In the 
house of commons when Sir Alfred 
Hlckman, Conservative, May 23, at- 
tacked American built locomotives and 
bridges, has replied In a letter to Sir 
'Alfred Hickman, says a London dis- 
patch. In part it is as follows: 


"No practical engineer who has visit- 


ed American workshops and Inspected 
their methods of production and manu- 
facture wtmld for a moment Indorse 
your assumptions. Their competition 
ia dangerous because they are yearly 
improving their products both in qual- 
ity and price. 


"It always has been the practice of 


the boards of management of the In- 
dian railroads to give preference in all 
their contracts to British manufactur- 
ers, and that policy has BO prevailed 
that up to the great recent engineering 
strike no order for a railway locomo- 
tive was ever given outside of Great 
Britain. 


"Since then, owing to the British 


•workshops being blocked with work, 
certain of tjie India railway boards 
Ifound It necessary, as locomotives 
could not be obtained here, to place a 
few limited orders in America. I am 
ready to give all the available reports 
concerning working, consumption of 
fuel and load drawing power of these 
locomotives. 
The earlier reports are 


unfavorable, but when their working 
was better understood and alterations 
were made to suit the local fuel a 
marked Improvement was noticed, so 
much so that one company wishes to 
obtain more engines of similar con- 
struction. 


"That American locomotives obtained 


ft footing in India was duo to (he strike 
I have referred. But if, as I hope, Brit- 
ish locomotives are In the future to re- 
gain their monopoly in that vast sys- 
tem of railways British engineers 1111 st 
profit by the hints and suggestions 
these reports convey."

Burma, Lord George Hamilton says the 
order wag placed with a Philadelphia 
company because no British firms had 
anything like the same experience in 
this class of construction. The Ameri- 
can* bid a less price and quicker time 
tban any competitor.

It is not, however 
known generally that old potatoes con 
tain much of the poisonous principle 
and that many cases of serious pois- 
oning have Occurred in late summer 
when old plates were us-ed. In 189' 
and 1S93 there was almost wholesale 
poisoning among the troops 'of the Get' 
man ermy.The symptoms were frontai 
headache, colic, diarrhoea, 
vomiting, 


weakness, and slight stupor, and h; 
some cases dilatation of the pupils-.
